WHEREAS, On the fifth day of February, A. D. 1868, 
Preamble.

W HEREA.S, Said certificate fails to set forth the fact 
that said persons were of full age and citizens of the 
United States and of the State of Iowa, as required by 
law; and 

WHEREA.S, The said persons and their associates have 
continued to act from said 22d day of May, A. D.1868, 
as such body corporate, and as snch have acquired pro­
perty and made contracts; now, therefore,

any manner invalidate aoy rights acquired, acts per­
formed, or obligations assumed by the said corporation.
